TRUSTEES OF PUBLIC LIBRARY 


OF WINCHESTER. 


The trustees of Winchester Public Library, in 
making this their ninth annual report to the town, 
desire to again remind the voters of the value of this 
institution. Every year adds to the appreciation in’ 
which it is held, and we trust the day will come ere 
long when every citizen of Winchester will be proud 
of the library and loyal to its best interests. The 
trustees have lately been presented with the portraits 
of the late Daniel T. and Sophronia S. Saben. Dur- 
iug the year the trustees have been obliged to meet 
extraordinary expenses in connection with the library 
building. The chimneys, to which your attention 
was called at the last annual town meeting, have been 
repaired and the cap stones replaced, at a cost of 
$68.50.- Slate which were broken by bricks falling 
from the chimneys were replaced at acost of $3.50. In 
the early fall it was found that the furnace was so 
badly out of repair as to necessitate its being taken 
down, which, being done, it was discovered to be in 
such a disorganized condition as to be beyond restora- 
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tion, consequently the trustees were ob/zged to replace 
it with a new one at a cost of $228.49, making: a total 
outlay for extraordinary repairs and restorations of 
$300.49. —
